The James Say Flats 

It will have been observed that tho 
City Council have como to tlio Tcaouo ol' 
tlie Hon. Mr. liunator in aoekiny to luivi^ 
that part of James Buy to tliG ouslwiird of 
tho bridge lu\U(lccl o\cv to tlio city. A 

• year ago a siuiiliU- motion waa uiailo liy 
Mr. Bunstor. Oi\ that occasion wo point- 
ed-ont Bomo of tlio advantages of mxali a 
step, ui'giug that arraugcmonta Bhould be 
made .by wbioh the dirt drodgedfrom the 
throat of the harbour might bo utilized 
for tlio piirpo-so of tilling up that part 
proposed to bo reclaimod, mstoiid of hav- 
ing it deposited outside with tho oLauco 
of being washed back into its old bed. 
No manifestation having been mado on 
tho part of tho civic body, and tho Legia- 
latace . taking little apparent iutoroat iu 
the matter, nothing camo of it. Wo are 
glad to find Mr. Bunstor, with his prover- 
bial poraovorance, briugiug tho matter 
up again, and the promj)! action taken by 
the Uity Council encourages the hopo 
that soma practical result will bo attain- 
ed this time. We may bo permitted to 

- advert to some of the objections brought 
to bear against the soheme. Tho member 
for New Westminster city, who appears 
to conceive himself tho guardian of Her 
Miijosty'a"foro3horQ rights," has, of course 
pre.sonted liis storootypud objection. But 
this will not bo tlio lirst time that an es- 
tuary has been tilled up, tho "lore shoro 
rights" notwithstanding, and that chronic 
objection may just as well bo di.siui3sod 
onoo and for all. Another moniber asks, 
"Is tho city prepared to accept tho re- 
sponsibility involved— tho expenditure of 
one or two hundred thousand dollars?" 
Following iu tho same tr.iin, tho Mayor 
asks, "Ara we prepared to build a stono 
■wall in front of the property?" Another 
member of tho Legislaturo dwells upon 
tho vested rights of those whoso lands 
border on the estuary. Responsibility in- 
volved: It seems absurd that the accept- 
auco of tho Hat must involve tho duty of 
at once "building astono wallaud lilling 
up." Tho reolamatiou of tho Ihit wouhl 
necessarily be a gradual process. Tlio 
sooner a bulkhead is formed and a solid 
roadway created the sooner will expondi- 
tujre upon the bridge cease. On a formor 
occasion we endeavoured to show that the 
expense of maintaining the bridgo, spread 
over a period of, say, twenty year.s, would 
meet tho interest and sinking fund on a 
loan adequate to the creation of a bulk- 
head and permanent roadway. Once that 
■was created, the work of filling up could 
be carried on at leisure, and much of it 
would bo doua gratuitously by parties 
grading lots and streets and what not. 
Ono member of the Legislaturo .spoko 
about tho great future of Victoria and 
the necessity for retaining the ostuary as 
future harbor-room. Now, wo believe iu 
tho future greatness ol this city and tho 
consequent pressrire upon its somewhat 
ciroumsciibod harboraccommodation ;but, | 
nnliko tho m-jmber alluded ti), we think [ 
wa discover in this vkmv :in lulditimiul iii-- j 
gumcnt in 8upi)ort of our scheme. That 
part of tho bay oast of the bridge can never 
be available for liarbor purposes. It is 
left for tho most part dry, an unsightly 
mud-flat, at low tide, and is of no posHi- 
ble use to anybody. But if a ])roper 
quay wore constructed in the line of tlie 
present bridge, it could very well bo 
mode availablfi for the siuuller cla.ss of 
vessels, and would thus bo a very great 
public convenience. As regards the otliur 
objection— tho vested rights of those 
whoso lots border on the ostuary, itsoeuis 
inconceivable that they would object to 
any schomo proposing to trauHforni 
tho unsightly and worse than useless 
mud-Hat into a public park or market. To 
them the metamorphosis would bo emi- 
nently desirable. In view of all tho in- 
terest and circumstances, it appears to us 
that the movement is one which ought to 
receive tho hearty support of both the 
civic and Provincial Legislatures.

Cliudll, illy the 
assumed diUicultios in tho way of con- 
struction are disappearing; and tho rcluu- 
(anoe to enoountor those fancied difficul- 
ties in turn must disaiipcar, I may add 
that I have recently scon a pamphlet on 
this subject by Mr. C. llorot/.ky, and can 
only say tlAt I regard tho conclusions of 
that gentleman as very visionary, at least 
with reference to tho portion of country 
'Mng between the Bocky Mountains and 
Seymour Narrows.

McCreight asked,— What circum- 
stances existed in the case of Mr. A. 0. 
Elliot, late High Sheriff of British Colum- 
bia, which iuduoed the QoTetnmentto re- 
fuse that gentleman compensation. 

Hon. Dr. Asli replied that the office 
hold by ]Mr. Elliott was a sinocuro. 

Mr. McCreight — I noror heard that tho 
offio^of Bheriir was.a sinecure before. 

WOQiLENMtlili. 

Hon. Mr. Bunstcr moved that an hum- 
ble address ba presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Govornor, asking him to 
send down a Bill awarding a premium of 
S5,000 to tho person or persons who 
shall first establish and miintain, in this 
Proriuce. a Woollen Mill capable of 
manufacturing two hundred and f5fty 
yai-ds of cloth por day. 

Tho hou. mover said that largo sums of 
money could ba kopt in tho Province 
by tho Govornmont fostering this groat 
industry. Ho liopsd that tlio resolution 
would pass tlio House for, iua few years, 
by encouraging this industry great bene- 
fits would bo conferred on the agricul- 
turist as wflhis tho people generally. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys soaouded there- 
solution in an able speech. 

The Speaker ruled tho motion out of 
order, being iu conflict with tho 51th 
Section of the British North American 
Aot. 

PRIVIIiEaB. 

Mr. Smitha complained of a misstate- 
ment ia tha Slaiulard of Saturday, in 
which it was stated that he (Mr. Smithe) 
had referred to the "reported refutation 

of Mr. DoGosmos." He now wished to in- 
form tlu; House that bo had never used 
tho worJ-s ••refutation," and he was sorry 
that the intensio partizanshipof thi.s_ news- 
paper rendered it necessary for him to 
ride, day after day, to correct it, beoauso 
it sought to place it.s patron in as favor- 
ahlo a light aspossiblo and his oppononts 
in aj unfavorable a light .as possible be- 
fore the country | hoarj. On tho occa.sion 
referred to Jlr. DdCosiiios nvvlo no at- 
tempt to refute anything; but ho stated 
03 faotd ciroumstanoos which are not 
|i^ct»>-'r<S«r>(Mr. Smithe) Imd not report- 
ed private conversation!: as Mr. DoOosmos 
had done; and Mr. DoC. had got up and 
tried to o.'cplain away certain matters by 
fltatiiig that lie had held a caucus of mom- 
bars in favor of tho Modiliod Tarifl' and 
propo.sed to stay two, threo or four weeks 
to vote for modilication. Mr. Hinitho 
took occasion of saying as an agricultu- 
ral moiJiber that ho was not invited and 
did not .att 'nd that caucufl. He did not 
know till the very night before his do- 
j):iiliir.i that Jiff' DeUosmos was going 
undine (Mr. HiiiitliPj never heard of tho 
proposition to roinain until Mr. DoUos- 
moB stated it hero on the iluor of the 
House (cheers). 

Hon. Mr. Walkom deprecated reforouco 
to private conversations in this Hoaae. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys denied that he 
■was a member of any canons with refer- 
ence to the niodilication of t:irill',as stated. 
He was not there and, therefore, Mr. Da- 
Cosmoa ooiild not have liis name down as 
being present. 

Mr. Bunstersaid a caucus did tako 
place, but that Mr. Humphreys was 'not 
tliaro. 

Hon. Jlr. DoCosiiios said that before 
ho went to Ottawa the hon. members for 
liillooot, Cowiohan and Victoria District 
bad offered him an address and a brass 
band. 

Mr. Ilumphroy.'j— I novor did, and no 
OHO else over did, that I hoard of. 
Further, I don't boliovo any sensible man 
having raspeot for himself would do any- 
thing of the kind (cheers and laughter.) 

CIJSTOM.S .\ND EIICI3P,. 

' The House went into Coinniittei^ to con- 
sider tho oxpcidioiicy of altering tho Cus- 
toms Dutios and Excise in in^dcr toalVord 
pr,it.;etii>n to agricultural and manufact- 
uring iiitercstsiu this Province, Mr. Todd 
iu tho Ohair. 

Mr. Biinster road tho following peti- 
tion ami moved its adoption: 
' That this Hoase-haviug lakon into con- 
sideration tho Tariff and Exciso asltlioy nf- 
fectfliis Province, are of opinion tliat it is 
v<H'y d(>.iirublo iu tho interest of tr.idoaud 
ugriculturo to modify tho tarilVon barley, 
oats, hops, potatoes, Ijuttor, cheoso. 
horses, horneil cattlo, sheep, liogs, rice 
and opium, and to o.vempt brewers and 
m ilslorw from E.xciso Duties; and that 
.this Houso, therefore, recommend the 
Dominion Govornmont to r.iisn tho Tariff 
BO far as it may atVoct British Columbia 
ou barlejr, oats, hay, hops, potatoes, but- 
ter, oheevo, horses, hornnd cattlo, shcop, 
hogs, ^rice and opium, to the rate levied 
on tbeia'^respootivtily under the British 
OoliimbtR "Ti^riff |i tbo 4st» of Union. 



That no Excise bo enforced on browora 
and malstors, and that the Stamp Duty 
bo not extended at present to tho Pro- 
vince, and iu place of tho Excise a license 
bo put on brewers and malstei»7 and, tliat 
iron, mining and agricultural 'machinery 
and implements bo admitted free of duty. 

That His Honor the Lieut. -Governor bo 
respectfully requested to transmit as soon 
as possible tho above re»olution to His 
Excellency tho Governor-General of tho 
Dominion of Canada. , ; 

Mr. Biinater said that' he proposed 
to put certain specific duties on barley, 
oats, hay and potatoes, also on cattlo, 
shoep, pigs, hops, etc. At present wo 
had an advalorom duty and he had good 
authority for saying that traders werenot 
always careful to put a proper value ou 
tho cattle brought over. Ho had boon in 
Oregon and had enquired tho price of 
cattle and could say positively that there 
were groat discrepancies between thoir 
figures and tho value declared on entry 
hero, and ho thought a specifio duty 
could not bo so easily ovadod. Thou 
there wore rico and oiiiiiin. Ho nood not 
toll hou. gentlemen what portion of tho 
poi)u!ation those items would press upon, 
but he thought that they ought to pay 
thoir fair sharo towards the revenue. The 
hon. gentleman then alluded to the pre- 
sent Excise duties and the manner of en- 
forcing thom on brewers, malstors and 
distillers, which ho characterizod as op- 
pressive and vexatious, and said that 
they compelled any one subject to thom 
to keep an extra clerk or two to provide 
information which the revenue officers 
ought to be able to get for themselves, 
and complained that a brewer or distiller 
was liable to liavo his projiorty soizod at 
any moinont, and at this distance from 
lioad(iiiartors ho would bo ruined before 
tho tsei/.uru could bo reported upon. He 
(Mr. Bunator) reminded the House that 
all that was said against tho agricultural 
capabilities of this country had been said 
against California in early days and now 
look at the quantity of wheat-laden 
shipping p.»3siug through tho Golden 
Gate. He asserted that already a con- 
siderablo quantity of wheat had been loft 
hero and concluded by insisting upon tho 
capability of the province to grow cereals 
of better qnality, than any other country 
in tho world. He hoped that the resolu- 
tion would pass and that the Governor 
would transmit tho same to Ottawa at as 
early a date as possible. 

Mr. Robertson was still of opinion that 
we had no power to deal with this ques- 
tion. He regretted that tho resolution 
had gone in to committee and was sorry t o 
say that that result was due to the coun- 
tenance shown to it by the leader of t!io 
government. 

Mr. DoCosmos asked if the member for 
Esquimau said that he (Mr. DeCosmos) 
was sorry that the matter was in Oom- 
mittoo. 

^Mr. Bobertson explained that he was 
sorry to see that Mr. DeCosmas had lent 
his countenance to the matter. 

Mr. DeCosmos would state that tho 
motien brought forward by his hon. col- 
league was HO brought by his (Mr. De- 
Cosmos') consent (Cries of oh, oh, laugh- 
ter and ironical cheers) and now that 
hon. gentleman wanted to tako all the 
credit of it to himself; ho accused Mr. 
Buiistor of acting unjustly towards him 
and went on, aniidstgroat laughter, to sav 
tiiat Mr. Buustcr was only talking bun- 
combo iu this matter, and that he(DeCo8- 
mos) was ready to go beforo the country 
and explain his position at any momeut. 
He also said he intended to vote for the 
maa5uro(A voice — ^because you can't help 
it). Ho thought that an amendment 
might be moved wliioli would bo bettor 
than tlio original resolution. 

Mr. I5unstor denied Mr. DeCosmos' as- 
sortiou about the measure being brought 
forward by his consent and said that Dr. 
Helmoken was the father tjf the measuro. 
(DeCosmos— No, no I) Ho said he had 
hoped to see Mr. DoCosmos bring down 
a measure on the subfcct himself; but he 
had been disappointeil. 

Mr.Humphreys congratulatodjlhe IIousj 
upon having so great a man as tho na- 
tiou-makor amongst them; but thought 
he was not so great a man as he fancied 
himself. Ho (Mr. Humphreys) had stood 
bosido tli» hon. gontlomau in tho Houso, 
saw hiin|shako like a leaf, and had dronchetl 
him with brandy tu keoi) his uuisclo up. 
The hon. Proniicr had fjoon put wore ho 
was by tho misplaced coulidcuco of better 
men than himsolf, and ho road from tho 
journals of tho Houso showing that Mr. 
DeCosmos had, a session or so ago, voted 
against a resolution regretting that no 
mention had been made in tho Governor's 
speech providing for a Modified Tariff. 
The House had only too jnany reasons 
for doubting bis protestations. He had 
used tho dual representation as a means 
of playing fast and loose with the coun- 
try, tolling his city constituents one thing 
and his country anjjportors another; but 
both were now luuiing him out, and ho 
would soon bo declareil unlit to represent 
doecnt men. (Cheers.) Uo would now 
propose, however, that the proposition, 
relating to the petition should bo ^irii^tod 
and laid before the House so that mem 
bers could study them. 

Mr. Booth inovod an ainondment to tho 
effect tliat a spocilic iluty bo put ou horn- 
ed cattlo, sheep, etc., in excess of what is 
now ini])OHcd, Buch excess of duty to be 
collected by tho Dominion oflicer.s ami 
paid ovar to tho Government of tho Pro- 
vince for the solo use and bonoflt thorcof. 

Mr. Robson said the resolution before 
thom wa^ now in [irai'ticablo shape and 
ho would give it all tho attention its great 
im]iortauco demanded. 

Mr. Smitlio would suggest that the 
loader of tho Government should bring 
down tho scheme which he alluded to in 
tho Houso last weak, and which was to 
give universal satislaction, and lot it bo 
CoiiHiderod along with tho jjroposition 
now beforo tho House. (Hear hear.) 

Mr. Kobort.yon thought that tho aciienio 
of tho loader of the Government ought 
to b j Bubraittod to tho Houso before tl-.o 
subject was undertaken by any private 
member. 

Jlr. Humphroys contondod that tho 
aeliemo'proniisod in Huch graudiloquo:it 
terms by tho loader of the Qovorument, 
and^which wa.n to satisfy the whole Col- 
ony' ought to be snbmitted for ooBBider- 
ation along with the rosolutionnow before 
tho Hou.so. Ho said tho Houso iiad 
proiniso.T eniMigh from tho hon. gontlo- 
mau, now ho wanted a littlo fulfilment. 
Lot him bring it down and if it was good 
for anything ho was sure theHouso would 
receive it favorably. 

Mr. DeCosmos — It vas no doubt tho 
duty of the Oppositiou'to criticize; but 
tho Govornmont certainly had tho liberty 
of choosing its own time. 

Mr. Smithe thought that a aubjoot of so 
much importanco ought not to bo left to 
the last moment. Why did not the Qov- 
arnment bring down its policy respeoting, 
th* Pry Pook Knd o(li«r inlijiiptl ba 



which tho Houso and tho public were vmnt- 
ing to bo so much onliglitoned. Tho hon, 
gentleman's mission to London, for in 
stunoo? Was it becauso thoy wore afraid 
to give the House time to^oonBider it ? If 
tlJoir me&sures wei'e good thero was no 
need for fear. 

Mr. Robson supported tho vinw.=! of tho 
last speaker and thought that tiio Premier 
ought to bring down his scheme at once. 

Tho Committee here rose and reported 
progress. 

BUSH FIBBS DUiIi.^ 

This Bill provides that any person shall, 

by leaving unoxtingiiiahod tires in tho 
woods, cau.so and bo couviclod for the 
same, lie shall bo finetl not more than 
8100 or bo imprisoned for threo months, 
half tho penalty to go to the informer. 

The bill caused a long discussion iu 
Committee. 

Messrs. Booth (the introducer) and 
Hughes supporting, whilo Messrs. Rob- 
son and Baruston maintained tho imprac- 
ticability of carrying out tho measuro 
properly aud tho probability that it would 
load to troublo with tho Indians, especial- 
ly tho iuexpedicncy of ouoouraging tho 
system of espial and the practice of lay- 
ing false information, to which the pro- 
vision for giving half tho fino to inform- 
ers wouhl give rise. 

Jlr. Duck also supported this view. 

Messrs. Walkem and McOroigbt spoke 
in favor of tho last point and tho Commit- 
too at last roso uud reported progress aud 
asked leave to sit again. 

Houso adjourned till 2 p.m. Tuesday.
